First Large Benefaction 
for More than Two 
Years. 


MILLION FOR ENDOWMENT 


Of Balance $850,000 Is for Def- 
cit, $100,000 Held in Trust, 
Income Going to Mrs, 

Harper, 


John D, Rockefeller has added again to 
the heap of millions of the University of 
Chicago. He has just given the sum of 
$1,450,000. Of this sum $1,000,000 will go for 
endowment, $250,000 to meet the deficit in 
current expenses, and the remainder—$100,- 
000—will be held in trust by the unéversity for 
Mrs. William R. Harper, widqw of the pres- 
ident. 

Announcement to this effect was made at 
& meeting of the hoard of trustees yesterday 
afternoon. It was the intention ef the 
trustees te withhold the news of the rich 
present, the first large gift Mr. Rogkefeller 
has made in more than two years—until the 
next convocation in April, according to the 
usual custom of the university.

Members of 
the faculty declare that his friendship for 
the institution which his money founded and 
hig great friendship for the late President 


Harper have thus found clear and practica! 
expreseion. 


Shows Founder’s Attitude Unchanged. 

Since the death of Dr. Harper many of the 
students and members of the faculty have 
feared lest the founder might not continue 
his benefactions. A statement made by John 
D. Rockefeller Jr. after the funeral of Pres- 
ident Harper to the effect that the future 
attitude of the Rockefeller family would “‘de- 
pend largely on conditions” further in- 
creased their doubts. 

The large gift, especially the amount set 
aside for Mrs. Harper, assures the continu- 
ance of the relations of the founder with the 
institution, Coming, as it does, at a time 
when the institution has lost its builder, it 
is taken to mean that Mr. Roekefeller de- 
sires to restore confidence in the minds of 
the faculty and friends of the institution. 

Dr. Harper’s project of a $50,000,000 uni- 
versity now seems not only a possibility, but 
@ probability, for it is believed that Mr. 
Rockefeller will continue to shower his ben- 
efactions and lift it to the position dreamed 
of by Dr. Harper. 


Letter from Rockefeller Jr. 

Accompanying the gift was a letter from 
John D. Rockefeller Jr. stating his father’s 
friendly and interested attitude toward the 
university. 

Fred T. Gates, the private secretary of 
Mr. Rockefeller Sr., together with the 
younger Mr.*Rockefeller, after looking into 
the university's affaira after the funeral of 
Dr. Harper, is said to have advised the gift. 
No 18ter or word has been received from 
the founder, but this is declared to be ac- 
cording to his usual custom in presenting his 
benefactions. 

Up to the present time Mr. Rockefeller has 
given to the university the sum of $14,399,- 
021.91, bringing the total endowment of the 
institution up to within a few thousand 
dollars of $20,000,wu0—two-fifths of the sum 
needed to complete the plans for Dr. Har- 
per’s great $50,000,000 university. 


Last Previous Big Gift in 1903. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s last previous large gift 
came at the winter conyocation in December, 
1908. He then gave, in addition to several 
smaller gifts, one fund of $1,617,921,91, Since 
this time he has given annually a sum only 
sufficient te meke up the yearly deficit, which 
is placed at §245,000. 

Mrs. Harper will receive approximately 
$4,000 annually as interest from the $100,000 
set aside in trust by the university, Dr. 
Harper spent nearly his entire income in 
aiding various ed@ucational projects and 
needy students, and had little money saved 
at the time of his death, His entire estate 
was ontumaree at $12,000.

APPEAL FOR A SQUARE DEAL. 


Railroads Declared to Be in League 
to Crush Industry. 


Chahute, Kas., Jan. 22.—[ Special, |The in- 
dependent oll refiners of Kansas have mailed 
to James R. Garfield, commissioner of cor- 
porations of the department.of commerce 
and labor, an appeal for justice against the 
conspiracy between the Standard Oil eom- 
pany and the railroads to shut Kansas oil out 
ef the market. 

The refiners who sign the appeal are Clif- 
ford Thorne, A. F. Robertson, F. 8, Bennett, 
Cc. D. Webster, J. M. Cameron, H. Kaess- 
mann, D. O. McGee, and C. EB, Martin. These 
men own eight refineries now in operation, 
besides two in course of erection at Atchi- 
son and Kansas City, Kas. They have in- 
vested more than $1,000,000 in refineries, tank 
cars, storage tanks, wagons, and barrels. 

They claim that by reason of a congpiracy 
between the Standard Oil company and the 
railroad systems of the southwest, particu- 
larly those railroads operating in Kansas, 
Missouri, Nebraska, Arkansas, and lowa, 
and the territories of Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory, they are limited to the state of 
Kansas for a market for their refined oil; 
that to all points outside of Kansas the 
freight rates on ali the products of crude 
petroleum are unreasonably high and have 
been maintained at such unreasonably high 
rate for the express purpose and for no otber 
purpose than to confine business of the im- 
dependent refiners to the state of Kaneas.

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FIRE FOLLOWS LONG STRIKE, 


Wagon Factory Where Gilhooley 
Case Had Origin Badly Burned. 


FRED MECKEL THE OWNER. 


Labor Trouble That Led to Assault on 
Carlstrom Still On. 


Fire last night practically destroyed Fred 
L. Meckel’s wagon factory, where the same 
strike that led to the Gilhooley assault on 
Carlstrom, preceding the latter’s death, still 
ig in progress. 

The factory, which is located at 77 te 83 
Thirteenth street, was reported to have taken 
fire in the basement and on the top floor at 
the same time, and as a result detectives were 
sent from the Harrison street station to 
make an investigation. 

They began work on the possibility that 
the atrike of wagon and carriage workers 
and the prosecution of the Gilhooley conspir- 
ators may have furnished a motive for setting 
fire to the shop. 


Fire Starts at 10:30. 

The fire was discovered at 10:30 o’clock by a 
private watchman. He sent in a call, and 
whem Policemen Jarvis and Weber arrived 
in the patrol wagon in response to the alarm 
they found the building burning in the base- 
ment and on the fourth floor. 

The burning of hardwood in the basement 
of the building filled all parts of the struc- 
ture with dense, stifling smoke, which, es- 
eaping from the windows and doors, found its 
way into adjacent buildings, thus making 
it impossible for the occupants in many of 
them to remain inside.

Trains Delayed, Wires Down. 

The city all day wae in the tight grasp 
of an alternating storm of rain, sleet, and 
snow, which tied up all transportation lings: 
except the despised cable in the early morg- 
ing hours and delayed traffic all day, Ajt 
steam railroad traine were running behind 
their schedules.

> Elevated Trains Stopped. 


_ Not in years has transportation been im- 
‘eted to a greater extent in Chicago by a 
- gtorm. 

“ The delay in transportation began soon 
_ (after 1 o’clock yesterday morning, when the 
- @levated railroad trains were unable to pro- 
ere owing to the accumulation of ice on the 
‘third rail. Gangs of men were sent out to 
remove the ice, but tens of thousands of 
persons were delayed for hours in arriving 
at their work. It was the worst tieup since 
the elevated lines have been in operation. 
Service on the electric surface lines was lit- 
tle better and all of the suburban systems 
were tied up. As the day advanced the serv- 
ice improved, but there was still annoying 
delay owing to the slippery rails. 
The superiority of the surface lines was 
- demonstrated in the morning as never before 
‘on the south side, when disappointed patrons 
of the elevated lines were glad to utilize the 
gurface facilities for getting downtown. 

The suburban service on the steam rail- 

roads was unsatisfaetory. For several hours 

the express trains of the Illinois Central sys- 

tem were inoperative in consequence of 

frozen switches. On all the steam lines there 

was delay, many of thé trains from River- 

side, Evanston, and other suburbs taking 
. twice their usual time to reach the city. 


Wire Service Is Blocked. 
- he loss to the telegraph companies as well 
as to the board of trade and other business in- 
terests amounted, it was stated, to hundreds 
ef thousands of dollars. The cold weather 


and the prevailing high winds were respon-* 


gible for the sleet which crippled the tele- 
graph and telephone wires, causing great in- 
convenience to persons living in Chicago’s 
euburbs and neighboring towns. 

Supt. Abbott of the Chicago Telephone 
gompany last night declared that the present 
@0ndition will prevail until the high winds 
@ecrease. Most of the telephone and tele- 
graph companies reported their service was 
impaired greatly because of the storm. Only 
130 wires connecting outlying districts out of 
490 wires regularly used were reported to be 
in service.

_ Although telegraph wires were down all 
over the middle west, the storm interfered 
but little with the dispatching of through 
trains, and on most of the roads they were 
' @mtime. This does not refer to the suburban 
service. Each of the roads made a special 
effort to save at least the one train dis- 
patching wire and were successful, although 
several were left with only the one wire. 

Trains on the Lake Shore and Michigan 
road were kept running regularly, and none 
‘was more than ten minutes late during the 

“entire day. The Illinois Central fared the 

worst, nearly all of the trains being from 
fifteen minutes to an hour late. The 9:30 
train from New Orleans and the train from 
Omaha, due at the same time, each was 
nearly two hours late. Wires were brcken 
all along the road with the weight of ice 
and snow. 

North bound trains on the Chicago and 
Northwestern road found rough going, and 
‘the Dakota train lost thirty minutes in mak- 
fing the run to Yankton. The 6:30 train to 
Madison also had trouble in getting through. 

The Rock Island fared better than any 
of the other yoads, with the exception of the 
Lake Shore! none of the trains being more 
than ten minutes late.

Creditors’ Attorneys, After a 
Preliminary Hearing, Score 
Head of Defunct Firm. 


CHARGE OF FRAUD MADRE, 


Lawyer Declares Banks Were 
Given Bogus Warehouse Re- * 
. ¢ceipts to Secure Loans. 


After a preliminary hearing before Sidney 
C. Eaetman, referee in bankruptcy, yester- 
day afternoon the half dogen attorneys who 
represent the creditors of George 8. Mc- 
Reynolds, or McReynolds & Co., the cur- 
porate title under which he conducted his 
grain business, declared that he will not be 
able to pay more than 40 cents on the dollar. 

Only a partial survey of his assete has 
been secured, but every step strengthened 
the conviction that they will not exceed 
$300,000, while claims against him amount 
to nearly $800,000. The cause of the failure 
has not been sounded officially as yet. but all 
persone interested in the cage are repeating 
with Increased emphasis that when the de- 
tails aré learned it will be shown that he 


lateral for loans warehouse receipts for gra‘ 
which they did not represent. 


Ask Permit to Sell Grain. 

Attorneys for the Chicago Title and Trust 
company appeared before Judge Bethea in 
the afternoon and asked for an order permit- 
ting them to sell a large amount of grain be- 
longing to the collapsed firm, to securea rul- 
ing whether the proceeds should go to the 
banks holding a direct Hen upon it, or to the 
general fund for the pro rata compensation 
of all creditors. The court, wishing to go 
into a -comprehensive investigation of the 
question, passed the hearing until today.

A. Riddle, counsel for McReynolds, former 
Senator Mason and Colin C. H. Pyffe repre- 
sented him at the afternoon hearing, and as 
they were given but a short time in which t6 
confer with their client counsel for the cred- 
itors and the receiver subjected him to only 
a short examination. This was conducted by 
James Rosenthal of the firm of Rosenthal, 
Kurz & Hirschl, who filed the original bank- 
ruptcy petition. 


Tells of Elevator Values. 


Of the values of the three elevators used 
by his firm he stated the following facts: 

Elevator A, at South Chicago; capital stock, 
$180,000; bonded for $150,000; mortgaged for $125, - 
000; practically all stock owned by himself; value 
placed upon it by receiver, $250,000; capacity, 
1,500,000 bushels; value placed on contents by re- 
ceiver, $15,000. 

Elevator B, on Wood street, title in himself; ysed 
as a public warehouse, valued at $75,000; capacity, 
1,000,000 bushels; contents valued by receiver at 
$105,000, pledged to Bank of Montreal as security 
for $100,000 loan. 

Elevator Cd East St. Louis, leased for ten years 
at annua! rent of $13,500; capacity, 800,000 bushels; 
contents estimated at $80,000, pledged as security 
for $59,000 loan to Mississippi Valley Trust com- 
pany. 

The accounts payable to the receiver are 
estimated at $50.000, while other assets dis- 
covered were two shares of Standard Oil 
stock. held as security for loan given by 
McReynolds for $1,40), amd three member- 
ships in the board of trade anda Hen upon 
a third,. amounting to $1.400. In the list 
of contingent assets is included four and 
one-half acres of property in oe Forest 
valued at $18.000, but mortgaged for $3.000. 
The title is in his wife’s name, but counsel 
for receiver will attempt to show that he 
not only. bought the property and placed it 
in her name but also that he has paid all 
taxes and expenses of improvement upon it. 


$200,000 Insurance Is Found. 

The discovery of $200,000 worth of life in- 
surance, which may prove negotiable, was 
fought to a slight degree by McReynolds 
When asked if there were any private re- 
ceptacles of any sort unknown to the re- 
ceiver, he stated that there was nothing but 
a tin box, which he would object to having 
opened. His counsel, Mr. Mason, instructed 
him that he should not refuse unless for some 
unusual reason. The matter regted until 
Attorney Jacob Ringer asked him if he car- 
ried life insurance, when he admitted that 
he had policies for $200,000, one-half payable

McReynolds Is Denounced. 

When this state of affairs became known 
denunciations of McReynolds became com- 
mon. Jacob Ringer, attorney for the board 
of trade creditors, declared that he hada list 
of twenty country banks from which Me- 
Reynolds had secured $85,000 by means of 
spurious warehouse receipts. 

“ And there are more to come,” he added. 
**I think that this is only a part of the long 
list that will find that they have made loans 
to him that will prove almost worthless.’’ 

‘*T figure,’ said George M. Eckels, repre- 
senting the Park National bank of New York, 
“that the creditors cannoi get more than 
387% per cent of their claims and they will 
be lucky to get that. McReynolds ought to 
go to New York and get: into the life in- 
surance game, where he can have an op- 
portunity for his finance methods. The only 
thing we have to be thankful for is that he 
only removed 90 per cent of\the grain for 
which he had given warehouse receipts as 
collateral. If he had had another day, there 
wouldn’t have been any of it left.’’ 


Thinks Big -Loan Total Loss. 

John J. Mitchell, president of the Illinois 
Trust and Savings bank, said he regarded the 
——— loan of almost $100,000 as a-total 
oss. 

“We have charged it to profit and loss,”’ 
he said, *‘ and we-will be surprised if there is 
any substantial return from it at any time. 
It is the first time in five years that we have 
lost any money, and still it was hot a loan we 
worried about in any way.

He had notrouble 
in getting loans, but his securities were not 
what he represented,’’

FORMER CITY ry SaGINEEE ANSWERS 
SUTHERLAND’S. CHARGES. 
agalactiae 

Declares Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel’a Accusations Un.-unded and 
That They Were Made Seemingly 
with No Effort to Ascertain Facts— 
Superintendent of Work on Tunnel 
Flatly Calls City’s Lawyer a Liar 
and Threatens to Get Satisfaction. 


Ex-City Engineer John Ericson had his 
innings before the ‘‘ Culjerton graft commit- 
tee’’ yesterday, and he had several things to 
say to Assistant Corporation Counsel Suther- 


jland, who haé@ to sit by and Hsten to them. 


Then when the session was over Fred Mc- 
Isaacs, one of the superintendents in charge 
of the work on the section of the northwest- 
ern tunnel constructed by FitzSimons & 
Connell, stepped up to Mr. Sutherland gnd 
told him flatly his charges were “ lHies,”’ and 
said he would bring him to account for them 
before he got through. 

“T am willing to acknowledge,” said Mr. 
Ericson, “that Mr. Sutherland has worked 
hard to protect the city s interest in this 
water tunnel matter, but he seémingly never 
takes the trouble to find out whether the 
charges he makes are true or not. 


Cites Records of Council. 


“He has said the council never authorized 
the changing of the contract with Ross & 
Ross for the construction of the Sixty-eighth 
street tunnel and here are official pro- 
ceedings of the council directing the change 
and appropriating $30,000 to do it with. Itis 
inconceivable that Mr. Sutherland, who has 
had sole charge of all the litigation growing 
out of these contracts, did not know of the 
existence of this ordinance. 

“ He has stated that we took over at a price 
of $60,000 machinery owned by the contrac- 
tors when we forfelted the contracts and 
completed the work by day labor. Also that 
all this valuable machinery has disappeared, 
or, according to his inference, was stolen. 


Tells Where Machinery Went. 


“The facts are the original cost of this 
machinery to the contractors was $6;000, that 


.. we allowed them $3,000 for it when we took 


it, and afterward sold it for $1,500, which was 
turned into the city treasury. That is but 
a fair depreciation on machinery of that sort, 
which is practically useless when the job is 
completed. 

“He has stated that the department of 
public works, my office, and the mayor all 
were in collusion to pay extras on account | 
of back filling to the contractors, when the ! 
records of the city show that all three de- 
partments fought these extras from start to 
finish.’”’ 

**My character,’’ Mr. Ericson concluded. 
“has been assailed and my reputation in- 
jured in all parts of the country because of 
these sensational and false charges, and I 
insist on having the fullest possible oppor- 
tunity to prove I am innocent of any wrong 
doing.” 

Mr. Sutherland replied by quoting a num- 
ber of decisions wnich he claimed established 
the legal point that the contracts once made 
ought to have been lived up to. 


To Prevent Theater Fires. 


At the request of Fire Marshal Campion 
an ordinance to prohibit smoking in theaters 
will be drafted by the corporation counsel's 
office, if it is found that the city has the power 
to do so. The marshal declared two recent 
fires in the Trocadero and Folly theaters 
were directly traceable to the smoking al- 
lowed in those places. 

Under an opinion given by Assistant Corpo- 
ration Counsel Hoyne, that the law forbids 
any city official or employé from being a 
party to any contract or lease with the city.

He pursued the robber north 
in State street to Twenty-seventh, Lut the 
robber turned a corner and disappeared. 

Another robbery was committed at Twen- 
ty-fourth street and Michigan avenue in the 
evening, when Mrs. Katherine Froberg, 2708 
Calumet avenue, was held up and robbed of 
her purse.

“MEN ARE GUILTY | 


Judge Holdom Holds Wright 
and Bessette in Bonds for 
~ Contempt of Court, 


APPEAL WILL BE TAKEN. 


President of Printers’ Organiza- 
tion Blamed for Violation 
: of Injunction. 


Punishment is in prospect for leaders in 
the printers’ strike as a result of a decision 
made yesterday by Judge Jesse Holdom. 
President E. R. Wright and Edward E. Bes- 
sette of Typographical union No. 16 were 
found guilty of centempt of court in violat- 
ing an injunction granted against the union 
in favor of the Chicago Typothet2. Walter 
B. Le Montais, another defendant, was dis- 
charged. 

Punishment will not be fixed by the court 
until next Monday. but in the meanwhile 
Wright and Bessette are held under bonds of 
$1,000 and $500 respectively. The law pro- 
vides for imprisonment or a fine or both, at 
the discretion of the court. 

The decision was heM by labor leaders last 
night to be the most severe court finding 
against unionism in years. Judge Holdom, 
in making it, delivered a rebuke to methods 
employed by unions generally, and sharply 
criticised the conduct of the officers of the 
typographical! union in particular. 

He held that the union officials were cog- 
nizant of, and therefore were responsible for, 
many violations of the injunction. These 
violations, according to affidavits produced 
by the typothetz, ranged from the intimida- 
tion of nonunion employés to a conspiracy 
to cripple the printing machinery of M. A. 
Donohue & Co. 


Union’s Oath Is Condemned. 


“In weighing the evidence,” said Judge 
Holdom, “it is pertinent to remember the 
fact that the defendants are all members 
Oi: a respondent union and have taken the 
oath prescribed for all its members. This 
‘the member’s fidelity to the 
union and his duty to the other members 
shall in no sense be interfered with by any 
allegiance to any other organization, social, 
poHtical, religious, secret, or otherwise.’ In 
effect and purport, God and country, friends 
and family, shall be sacrificed upon thealtar 
of union principles.”’ 

The cases of assault upon Hein and VI- 
mont, two nonunion compositors employed 
by Poole Bros., brought out the following 
comment from Judge Holdom: 

“This assault was in the nature of a re- 
tallation, Hein and Vimont were furnished 
transportation out of the city by the union, 
but returned. Hein afterwards was assault 
ed. He was the bribed who woutdn’t stay 
bribed, a heinous offense in the.eyes of the 
briber. This incident shows the close’ watch 
kept on these men. by the union.”’ 

President Wright was criticised for his 
cofinection with Titus, a nonunion compos- 
itor, who confessed that he had plotted to 
cripple machinery In the Donohue plant. 


May Appeal from Ruling. 

Attorney Barnum for the defendants an- 
nounced after the decision that an appeal 
probably will be taken from the ruling of 
the court. 

Nonunion printers employed by the Ham- 
burger Printing company, 50 Fifth avenue, 
went on strike in the morning. Alfred Ham- 
burger, president of the firm, said the men 
were induced to leave by union officials. 
The shops of Libby & Sherwood and the En- 
terprise company, each employing two com- 
positors, signed eight hour day agreements. 


Union Discipline in School. 


John J. Brittain, a businese agent of the 
Carpenters’ union, visited the manual trein- 
ing school at Twenty-sixth street and Wua- 
bash avenue and restored order in a room »f 
pupils who had rebelled against the teach- 
ers. Brittain threatened to expe] the car- 
penter apprentices in the school from the 
union if they did not obey the rules. Later 
the Carpenters’ union issued the following 
notice to apprentices: 

“Any apprentice absenmting himeelf from 
school without a satisfactory excuse, or 
whose conduct while at school is ungentle- 
manly, or who does not obey his teachers, 
will be reported to his union and by order cf 
the arbération board his April card will 
be withheld, and in aggravated cases the 
apprentice will be excluded from the union.” 


BILL FILED FOR RECEIVER 
FOR THE NATIONAL LIFE CO. 


Policy Holder Declares Promises’ Re- 
garding the Payment of Gold Bonds 
Have Not Been Fulfilled. 


A bill for a receiver for the National Life 
Insurance company of Chicago has been filed 
fn the District court at Des Moines, Ia., 
where the company has $1,700,000 on deposit 
with the state auditor. The bill ww filed 
for Dr. A. L. Watson. a policy holder. who 
asks also that the Chicago company be re- 
strained from transferring or disposing of 
funds.. Dr. Watson alleges that promises 
made for the payment of gold bonds have not 
been fulfilled. 

Officials of the National Life assert that the 
suit is the outcome of an attempt to “ hold 
up ’’ the company. 

“Our attention was called to it first by a 
notice from ‘a young attorney of Galesburg, 
W. H. Atwood,’ said Attorney L. A. Steb- 
bins, counsel for the company. ‘“ He wrote 
saying he had a bond of the National Life 
and Trust company. which had been merged 
with the National Life. This bond. he said, 
had lapsed. It is my recollection that less 
than $100 had been paid on it and that At- 
wood demanded the return of something like 


“The only object is to injure the company 
by questioning its solvency in this way by a 
suit for a receiver. No one who knew the 
facts of the company’s. solvency would pay 
any attention to it.’’ 


CALLS GOVERNMENT A ROBBER. 


Manufacturer Pays Persona] Property 
Tax Under Protest, Declaring It 
Is a Case of Holdup. 


Personal property tax is graft, according to 

the view of H. H. Hardinge of. the firm of 
Wiebking, Hardinge & Co., 1227 Newport 
avenue, a8 expressed in a letter to County 
Attorney Harry Lewis in which he inclosed 
$6.62 for the payment of a personal property 
tax. 
** Inclosed find $6.62 for government graft,’’ 
Hardinge wrote. ‘“‘I pay this for the same 
reason I would hand over my purse toa holé- 
up man, if he had the drop on me.- I see you 
have your gun, 80 here Is the money. Mark 
you, there is no ‘ morals’ in it. 

*“* Every man who attempts to escape per- 
sonal property taxes is trying to prevent the 
government robbing him. To the plea that 
the government needs the money, I would 
state that the bank robber has as good a 
reason for levying tribute. He ‘ needs the 
money.’ ” 

Hardinge adds that the only way to create 
a reform in personal property taxes is to 
abolish them and tax land values only.

Outburst of Displeasure Greets Men- 
tion of Roosevelt's Name—Appeal 
for Money te Send to Russia to Buy 
Dynamite Rouses Enthusiasm and 
Brings $130 — Meeting Held in 
‘North Side Turner Hall, Preceded 
by Parade from the West Side. 


Higses / for President Roosevelt as the 
representative of law and cheers for the red 
flag marked the demonstration of the social- 
ists of Chicago last evening in commemora- 
tion of the first anniversary of ‘*‘ Bloody 
Sunday ” in Russia. 

A striking feature of the demonstration, 
which was held in North Side Turner hall, 
was the big parade before its meeting... 

Thomas J. Morgan stirred the enthusiasm 
of the gathering of more than 1,500 people 
by asking for contributions to send to the 
socialists of Russia for the purpose of helping 
them to buy dynamite. 

‘*If you want to assist the Russians in get- 
ting dynamite,"’ said the speaker, *' put some- 
thing in the hat when it is passed around.”’ 
Over $130 was collected. 

Seymour Stedman mentioned President 
Roosevelt as one of those who sent words of 
regret to the czar when Sergius was killed 
in the Kremlin a\year ago. At the sound 
of hisses that followed, Mr. Stedman stopped 
a moment and then remarked: ' 

“ Why are you hissing? Roosevelt is a 
royal good fellow.” Again sounded the hisses 
through the hall. 

The speaker tried to calm the crowd by 
saying: 


“ You must admit that Roosevelt did not. 


elect himself to office anyWay. But perhaps 
you meant those hisses. for the workingmen 
who sent him to Washington. Before long 
the workingmen will send one of their own 
men there.’’ 

Other speakers predicted that Chicago 
would see conditions similar to those in Mos- 
cow at the present time. 

Resolutions were adopted sympathizing 
with the Russian fight for liberty. 


Parade Starts from West Side. 


A brase band led the parade, that started 
from Twelfth and Uniom streets. An hour 
before the time to start the square was filled 
with groups of Jewa, shouting, and singing, 
and cheering each new delegation as it came 
into view. As thestart was made, a miserére, 
sung in Hebrew, In. memory of the massacred 
Jews, swept through the ranks. The parade 
suddenly changed to a solemn religious pru- 
cessional. The weird chaht ended, one of the 
older men stepped from the ranks and 
stretched out his hand to enjoin silence. The 
tramping of feet in the slush stopped for a 
moment, during the old man’s invocation, in 
his own tongue,and then the procession again 
moved. A boisterous outery all along the 
line followed the moment of etillness, and 
Shouts of “* Down with the czar,” and “‘ Hur- 
rah for the revolution’ were passed along. 


Automobile Tire Slashed. 

The parade turned north into Halsted 
street, where it continued until it met the 
Polish and Scandinavian bunds at Randolph. 
Then the march was continued across the 
river to the city hall and north in Clark 
street. At one point an automobile stood 
partly in the way of the paraders. 

‘How many of us own an automobile?’ 
shouted one of the flag bearers, and a mo- 
ment leter the rear tire of the machine was 
slashed with a knife. The machine might 
have been wrecked, as there were no police- 
men in sight, but some of the more orderly 
ones restrained the jothers. 


“RED SUNDAY” PROVES QUIET. 


Anniversary of Bloody Event in St. 
Petersburg Passes Without 
Disorder. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 22, 7:30 p. m.— 
The anniversary of red Sunday here passed 
in the tamest fashion. There were no devel- 
opments or disorders. Early dispatches froin 
the interior indicate that no serious trowbie 
occurred anywhere. The day here was ab- 
solutely uneventful, except for the stoppage 
of work at some of the factories, but the at- 
tempt to'make the strike general was a fail- 
ure. A large proportion of the workmen dis- 
regarded the appeal. The electric light plan‘s 
and street car services are both working and 
the stores are openeverywhere. The change 
from normal life is scarcely noticeable, ex- 
cept in the industrial quarters of the city.

LEAGUE SUGGESTS INCREASE OF) 


THE POLICE FORCE. 


Also Recommends the Increase of Sa<« 
loon Licenses to $1,000 a Year and 
the Rigid Enforcement of” Laws 
Regulating the Sales of Liquor 
Chief Collins Is Preparing List of 
262,Men Who Ought to Be Retired 
from Service. 


In a statement sent yesterday to the mayor 
and council, the Anti-Crime league suggested 
measures to cope with the situation. 

After setting forth ‘“‘ that the present po- 
lice force of the city is inadequate, first, as 
to the numerical strength; second, as to 
cfficiency to cope with the present reign of 
lawlessness and crime which is menacing 


life and property in the city,”’ the statement | 


makes the following recommendations: 

First—That the police force be increased at ance 
by the addition of 1,000 men. 

Second—-That active and immediate steps be taken 
to rid the police force of all useless and inefficient 
men. 

Third—That in order to secure the necessary 
funds for such added expense licenses for the sale 
of liquor be increased from $6500 to $1,000 a year, 


| and that this law be rigidly enforced against all 


persons engaged in selling liquor for a profit. 


The statement is signed by the Rev. John | 


Thompson, R. M. Conger, J:\ F. McGuire, 
Frank P. Sadler, Frank J. Shead, Eugene O.

| paid, the colonel said, and that was to Collis 
P. Huntington, $5,000.. He is dead. Nearly 
all of the loans were made about twelve or 
fifteen years ago, when the colonel was 
‘‘poor.”” From William K. Vanderbilt the 
colonel got $25,000, and he (the colonel) says 
that Mr. Vanderbilt not only returned the 
notes but algo gave him the stock (twenty- 
five shares) of Town Topics back.

PAY IS “$30 AND FOUND.” 


Republican Committee to Meet 
Today and Issue Call for 
Primaries. 


Mr. William Moulton, president of the state 
celvil service commission, was in a dejected 
mood yesterday—not caused by the weather. 
Mr. Moulton tramped around in the storm 
during the day trying to find two men who 
ean play the French horn and one who is 
Oh speaking, terms with a violin. 

The French horns will not have to double 
in brass or understudy the bass drum, and 
the musical duties of the violinist will not 
be arduous, but, in spite of many induce- 
ments, Mr. Moulton was unable to find his 
men. Hence his dejection. 

Jobs are open for the two French horns 
and the violin at Kankakee. The pay is $30 
@ month, with board and a “ reasonable 
amount of laundry. The civil service com- 
mission has not classified the laundry lists 
as yet, and there is no clearly defined specifi- 
cation of just what a “‘ reasonable amount ” 
may be, but it is assumed that the two 
.French horns and the violinist would be 
allowed at least one boiled shirt, one un- 
starched shirt, and six collars a week. 


Other Duties Beside Musical. 

When not playing the French horn and 
the violin they would make themselves use- 
ful in various ways to the patients at the 
asylum, but there appears to be nothing 
about the work which should frighten away 
men able to play the French horn and the 
viclin. 

Yet Mr. Moulton, afteran extended search, 
eonfessed himself unable to land the horns 
~@nd the fiddle. He visited the offices of the 
Musicians’ union during the afternoon with 
out success. There were plenty of men who 
could play the French horn and the violin, 
bit they did not seem to want the jobs. 
They said $30 a month was not enough, not 
even with the board and a “ reasonable 
amount of laundry.’’ 

The men who get the jobs will have to 
Stand a civil service examination, but it 
dGdes not appear that they will have to stand 
any large amount of competition. Civil 
service in the state institutions seems to be 
up against one of its real and genuine 
“ crises.”’ | 

This is apparent when a condition exists 
compelling the president of the state board 
to tramp around the streets in a snow storm 
os up candidates who can play the 
‘French horn and the violin to take the ex- 
amination for musical jobs. The commis- 
sion has classified the French horn players 
and the violinists in “class I," which in- 
ciudes also “‘one sewer tender, one bread 
Wagon driver. three teamsters, and one 
coachman.’ Possibly the musicians do not 
like their company. 


Examinations Next Month. 

The announcement of examinations to be 
held next month was made by Secretary Ma- 
Son during the day. The tests will be for 
“home visitors,’’ and will be held at Bar- 
tonville on Feb. 6; at the University of Illi- 
nois, Urbana, Feb. 7; at the county house, 
Effingham, Feb. 8, and on the thirteenth floor 
of the federal building, Chicago, Feb. 9. 
‘The examinations will include tests in spell- 
ing, penmanship, arithmetic, and geography, 
with a partly oral and partly written ex- 
amination to show knowledge and concep- 
ticn of duties. There will be a “ weight ”’

HELD AS GENTRY SUSPECT 


WAUKEGAN POLICE BELIEVE PRIB- 
- ONER IS FRANK CONSTANTINE. 


Think Young Italian, Giving Name of 
Carlo Toccosi, Who Was Arrested 
Sunday on Charge of Attempting to 
Assault 10 Year Old Niece of Chap-~- 
lain of St. Mary’s Academy of the 
Sacred Heart, May Possibly Be the 
Much Wanted Murderer. 


A young Italian, giving the name of Carlo 
Toccozi, who was arrested last Saturday for 
an attempted assault upon the 10 year old 
niece of the Rev. James D. O’Neil, chaplain 
of St. Mary’s Academy of the Sacred Heart, 
near wake Forest, was locked up in the Lake 
county jail at Waukegan last night to await 
identification ae Frank J. Constantine. 
wanted for the murder of Mrs. Louise Gen- 
try. Policemen from Chicago will go to 
Waukegan today. 

Sheriff George F. Powell perceiveda strong 
resemblance between the prisoner, who gave 
his age as 26 years, and the much wanted 
Constantine. Toccozi has the red cheeks, 
black hair, Roman nose, and general build 
and weight of the fugitive. The Lake Forest 
police say that he has been working around 
the Sacred Heart convent for “néarly two 
weeks. He was seen there first shortly after 
the murder. 


Assault on Girl Is Told. 

The crime for which Toccozi was arrested 
was detailed before Justice William Weiss 
in Waukegan In the afternoon. He held the 
Italian to the Criminal court in bonds ot 
$2,000. 

Toccozi had been the beneficiary of the 
chaplain at the convent. The Sacret Heart 
school is in a lonely wood between Lake 
Forest and Highland Park. The priest took 
pity on the young Italian, who told a story 
of being out of work. 

The priest gave him something to do and. 
promised to find work for him in Chicago. 
On Saturday he told Toccozi to go to Chicago 
tou seek work, but the Italian said he would 
wait until the priest could go with him. 


Fights with Aged Woman. 

Then Father O’Neil went to Lake Forest. 
Between 5 o'clock and 6 o’clock in the after- 
noon Toccozi found the 10 year old girl, Cath- 
erine, in the kitchen alone. He struck her, 
after she had resisted him, but her screams 
brought the aged mother of the priest to the 
scene, 

Mrs. O'Neil is 75 years of age, but she made 
a vigorous attack upog the man. He struck 
her repeatedly and almost tore her clothes 
from*her body. While the fight was atdts 
height, the priest returned. He is a young 
man and in a few minutes he had the Italian 
under his control. The affair was kept secret 
until the trial. 

Sheriff Powell's suspicions were hdé&ehtened 
by the story told him by C. B. Smith, a 
Waukegan restaurant keeper. Smith was 
positive that Constantine entered his place a 
week ago, and when he went to call the police 
ran out of the door. 


PIONEER OF STATE IS DEAD. 


} Francis Low, Reader of “The Trib- 
une ” for Fifty-nine Years, Ex- 
pires in Oak Park. 


Francis Low of Oak Park died yesterday 
evening at his residence, 415 Wesley avenue, 
of pneumonia after an illness of four days. 
Mr. Low was born Sept. 28, 1813, and was 
one of the early residents of Illinois, having 
lived sixty-five years in Havana, Mason 
county. 

He was, literally, one of the “ builders ”’ 
of the state. He helped cut the ties and 
tim:bers for the first railroad in Illinois. He 
grew wheat and floated it down the Lllinois 
river on flat boats. He was one of Lincoln’s 
early political friends. At the age of 62 he 
established the Havana National bank. He 
had been a reader of THE TRIBUNE since its 
first issue, June 10, 1847. 

For nearly.four years he had lived in Oak 
Park. He was married twice, his first wife 
having been Miss Hannah Noble of Havana. 
Of their three sons, Thomas F. Low now is 
living. After the death of his first wife he 
was married to Miss Fannie Mann of Repub- 
lic, O. She survives him.

‘BEEF CASE CLASH 
EXPECTED TODAY. 


Government Counsel Will At- 
tack “Immunity Pleas”; to 
Call First Witnesses. 


| ACTIVE FIGHT IS READY. 


—_—_—_—_ 


Attorneys for Defendant Packers 
Conclude Their Opening Ad- 
dresses to the Jury. 


The opening clash between coungel for the 
government and the packers in the “beef 
trust’ hearing before Judge Humphrey is 
expected today. \The long array of lawyers 
for the defendants concluded their opening 
addresses to the jury yesterday, and made 
way for United States District Attorney 
Charles B. Morrison, who wik reply this 
morning in what is expected to be a severe, 
if not scathing, attack upon their claims for 
‘immunity *’ from prosecution. 

Attorney Morrison’s speech is expected to 
occupy the morning session, and will be fol- 
lowed promptly by the defendants-in calling 
Louls C. Krauthoff, general counsel for Ar- 
mour & Co., to the witness stand. He will 
be asked to describe the conference between 
the packers and Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions James R. Garfield at the Chicago club 
on April 137 1904. As the first witness and 
an important one his testimony is expected 
to be carefully sifted by the government in 
rebuttal. 


Bank Presidents to Be Witnesses. 

Two bank presidents, Charles G. Dawes of 
the Central Trust company and James H. 
Eckels of the Commercial National bank, 
will be called as witnesses to strengthen the 
contentions ‘of the defendants. Mr. Dawes, 
who introduced Commissioner Garfield to the 
Armours, and was also present at the Chi- 
cago club conference, will be asked to relate 
what other statements he may have heard 
Mr. Garfield make in assuring the packers 
that his investigation was “‘for congressional 
purposes only.’ President Eckels, who in- 
treduced the commissioner to the Swifts and 
the Morrises, will be questioned along the 
same line. 


Describes “Big Stick” Tactics. 


The afternoon was occupied by Attorney 
William J. Hynes in summing up the situa- 
tion for the packers, while the morning 
was given up to Gen. John C. Cowin of 
Omaha, who described the “big stick” 
which the government had wielded in its 
investigation of Cudahy & Co. 

Attorney Hynes’ speech was full of de- 
nunciation of Commissioner Garfield. Mr. 
Garneld smiled as he heard the lawyer de- 
scribe how he had been “ seduced from his 
high office as commissioner of corporations 
to act as an agent for the department of 
justice,’ but he was anything but lax during 
the attack. He refused, however, to com- 
ment upon Mr. Hynes’ construction of his 
career in Chicago. 

Aside from his attack upon the federal in- 
quisitor, his main point—and one which 
proved a surprise to the government—was a 
quotation from a letter written by President 
Roosevelt to Attorney General Moody indi- 
cating that the department of commerce and 
labor was working hand in glove with the 


department of justice to have the packers 


indicted. 
Quotes Letter of Roosevelt. 


This letter, dated June 12, 1905, was written 
at the time.the federal grand jury was in- 
vestigating the alleged combine of the pack- 
ers. The latter, according to Attorney John 
S. Miller. will attempt to have it introduced 
as evidence, even going so far as to secure 
the original if that is demanded. The letter 
reads in part as follows: 

With my approval, the department of justice, 
with the assistance of the department of commerce 
and labor, has for some months been endeavoring 
to find out whether or not they can. obtain legal 
evidence of such willful and deliberate violations 
of the injunction by any individual. If the grand 
jury now sitting in Chicago finds an indictment 
against any individual connected with the packing 
corporations it will be because in their jodgment 
such legal evidence of the violation of the injunction 
has been laid before them. 

District Attorney Morrison refused to ex- 
press an opinion upon thegompetency of such 
a document as evidence in the case and said 
he would meet it when the matter is brought 
up in court.

Says He Earned His Pay. 

State Representative Samuel Erickson de- 
clares that his name was not one of those 
with which Linn’s pay rolls were stuffed. 

‘“T earned my salary in the Superior court 
clerk's office,”” he said.

Probate Clerk Replies to Charges.

Subsequent- 
ly, however, the new name was discarded and 
the cruiser renamed the Aquidaban. 


Built in English Yards. 


The Aquidaban originally was built in Eng- 
land for the Brazilian government at a cost 
of $1,750,000. It was heavily armored, had a 
displacement of 5,000 tons, with 4,500 horse 
power engines. The cruiser was heavily ar- 
mored for its class, and carried a main bat- 
tery of four nine inch guns and a heavy sec- 
ondary battery. Its complement was 888 
officers and men. 

In the international naval review in 1892 
off Hampton roads, to commemorate the 
400th anniversary of the discovery of Amer- 
ica, the Aquidaban participated as the repre- 
sentative of Brazil.

WHO SHALL ELECT THE HOUSE? 

Cook county sends fifty-seven representa- 
tives to Springfield. Theoretically the vot- 
ers elect them. Practically the republican 
and democratic machines appoint them. 
For the fifty-seven Cook county positions 
in the present house of representatives, 
those machines nominated fifty-nine candi- 
dates, and aside from socialist, prohibi- 
tion, and a few independent candidates 
these fifty-nine were the only nominees, 
The vast majority of voters had,. there- 
fore, no satisfactory alternative, and were 
virtually compelled to vote for these fifty- 
nine candidates—of whom fifty-five were 
thus elected. 

This fact constitutes the point of the 
report just issued by the Legislative Vot- 
ers’ league on the outgoing legislattre. 
“Six months,’ says the report, “ before 
the election of the men that the voters of 
Cook county were to send to Springfield 
to make our laws, fifty-five of the fifty- 
seven felt absolutely sure of their certificate 
of election.” The legislative districts have 
been so gerrymandered that there are four- 
teen “ republican ’”’ and five “ democratic ” 
districts, from each of which three repre- 
sentatives are nominally - elected. The 
dominant party, however, nominates two 
candidates and the minority party one in 
each case, and practically all the nominees 
are thus certain of election. 

» This is party government with a venge- 

'a@nee. The practice often means, too, 
the subordination of the general interests 
of the minority party to the selfish desire 
of favored candidates tor an easy and as- 
sured victory. The minority party might 
frequently stand a good chance of electing 
two good candidates from a given district 
if the leaders would nominate two such 
candidates and require each to make a real 
campaign. Instead the preserves are ac- 
eurately parcelel out to the chosen bene- 
ficiaries and the interests of the party at 
large are ignored. This subject, says the 
report, has been “ presented by the league 
te the party leaders and the central commit- 
tees, but we get no satisfaction. We now 
submit the question,” the report continues, 
“to the yoters of Cook county whether 
they will be disfranchised any longer.” 
The league again urges the leaders to make 
more nominations, but it also cites the dif- 
férence between the last vote for a repub- 
lican president and the last vote for a 
democratic mayor in Chicago, and thereupon 
warns these leaders of the possibilities of 
independent nominations. 

If the indicated abuses of cumulative 
yoting continue, independent nominations 
ought clearly, despite their difficulties, to 
be resorted to more frequently than they 
have been as a means of securing more and 
better candidates for the house. The vot- 
ers, not the party machines, should elect 
representatives to Springfield. The an- 
thors of minority representation never 
imagined that the system would be abused 
as it has been by the party bosses. 


ARE THE CHURCHES SAFE? 


In a Philadelphia church eighteen peo- 
ple were killed on Sunday in a mad rush 
for the door after an alarm of fire. There 
is no difference between the panic of a 
congregation in church and the panic of an 
audience in a theater. Both gatherings 
cease to be sane people, controlled by rea- 
son and humanity, and are filled with the 
soul of the mob, collectively blind, pitiless, 
and frantic. Could the Philadelphia dis- 
aster be repeated in Chicago? Are the 
churehes safe? The theaters have had at- 
tention paid to their exits and to the mat- 
ter of overcrowding ever since the Iroquois 

‘theater horror showed the inadequacy of 
the inspection that had been maintained. 
Will it be necessary to have a church 
burned before the laws are enforced in re- 
gard to churches? The trouble in Phila- 
delphia came from the fact that the andi- 
torium of the church was on the second floor 
and the stairways were narrow. There 
are many churches in Chicago built in the 

same way. The Frrst Presbyterian church 
_... is an example. Ifa fire had occurred there 

_ or a false alarm had been given during the 

funeral of Marshall Field there probably 
would have been a terrible loss of life. The 
larger churches have as many people in them 

as the theaters have. They are as likely 

_ to be affected by crossed wires, an old boiler, 
an overheated flue, ar other causes of fire. 

In some are candles, lamps, or exposed gas 
jets which might quickly kindle fluttering 
drapery. A hysterical cry might be inter 
preted as an alarm of fire. How many 
of the congregation would reach the street 
> ~in safety if a rush were made? 


spectors is not so large as it ought to be, 
but it is likely to do a good deal more work 
than it has ever done before. It would re- 
assure the public if it were officially report- 
ed that every church in Chicago was pro- 
vided with a sufficient number of wide ex- 
its, and that in other ways the same pre- 
cautions were taken to prevent death from 
fire and panic in churches as in theaters. 
It may be that men are near heaven in 
church, but they are in no haste to go there. 


MAYOR DUNNE AND HIGH LICENSE. 

Mayor Dunne has a great opportunity. If 
he shall have the wit to see it and the cour- 
age to grasp it he will do great good and 
gain the praise of all citizens whose praise 
is worth having. For eyery vote he may 
lose he will gain a hundred. If he be a poli- 
tician intending to stay in politics that con- 
sideration should, count for much with him. 

The mayor has an opportunity to spring 
to the front as the leader of the movement 
for the doubling of saloon licenses, There 
can be no better theme for a stirring mes- 
sage to the council. It need not be long. It 
might begin with the simple statement that 
twenty-four women have been murdered or 
have died as the result of brutal assaults in 
Chicago during the last year. The message 
might go on to say that there would not 
have been sych a revelry of crime had the 
police force been larger, that additions 
must be made to it at once, and that the 
only way in which to get the money reyuired 
is to make the saloon licenses $1,000 a year. 

The great majority of the aldermen would 
fall into line behind the mayor. So would 
the different organizations which are dis- 
cussing the prevalence of crime in Chicago 
and what should be done to check it. So 
would the entire community, with the ex- 
ception of the brewers and those saloon- 
keepers who find it hard to pay $500 a year 
and live, and whom the higher license would 
drive out of business. 

There are few saloonkeepers, but there 
are many drinkers. How would they view 
& proposition to tax more heavily the men 
over whose counters so much of their money 
‘passes? With approval tinged, perhaps, 
with a little malicious pleasure. The drink- 
er recognizes that the saloonkeeper usually 
has the best of him. He will not grieve if 
the community shall for once get the better 
of the saloonkeeper, and even stick him 
hard. The drinker uses the facilities af- 
forded by the saloonkeeper as he does those 
offered by a traction company, but he has 
more affection for the one than he has for 
the other. The drinkers will applaud the 
mayor if he shall head a successful high li- 
cense movement. 

Mayor Dunne promised before election 
that he would not try to close the saloons 
on Sunday. If he were to break that prom- 
ise the drinkers would be against him. The 
$1,000 license measure has nothing to do 
with Sunday closing. It is not a prohibi- 
tive or a sumptuary measure. It attacks 
no “ personal rights.” It deprives no man 
of an opportunity to get a drink. It is a 
measure to increase the public revenues in 
the most effective and equitable fashion. 

The mayor knows that the saloon business 
is the most burdensome to the community 
of all that are recognized as lawful. It 
eosts the public more than any other busi- 
ness. It adds more than any other to the 
work of the police. It is just that this ex- 
ceptional business should, be subjected to ex- 
ceptional taxation. This is, and always has 
been, admitted in all civilized communities. 
It is the aim of enlightened legislation every- 
where to tax the liquor business “ al} the 
traffic will bear,” so that it may contribute 
as much as possible to the cure of the evils 
it causes. 

The high license opportunity is one which 
a mayor actuated by a high sense of public 
duty should not neglect. It is one an adroit 
politician would not hesitate to avail him- 
self of. The people will applaud Mayor 
Dunne if he will temporarily put other busi- 
ness aside and make war on murderers. 
Chicago needs a reorganized police force 
increased in numbers with the money which 
high license will give. Is the mayor to lead, 


reap the credit that he might have? 


REFORMING FOOTBALL. 

While the proposed changes in the foot- 
ball rules are opposed by some, especially 
undergraduates, as too radical, others say 
that the reform is not radical enough. 
Many sympathize with the Harvard over- 
seers, who have declared that football is 
essentially bad. As all recognize the neces- 
sity of some changg, the best course is to 
suspend the playing of football for a year or 
two, until the whole system of rules and 
coaching is reorganized. It will be much 
easier to make new rules and do away 
with old abnses if the game is stopped for 
a time and the coaches dispersed. The per- 
sonal influence over the students of the 
men whose livelihood depends upon en- 
couraging football! will be lessened if those 
men are obliged to work at something else 
for a while. They ought to know what it is 
to dig for a living. 

President Hadley speaks of football as 
the most democratic and least dangerous 
of the major sports. This is a startling 
statement until President Hadley explains 
that the other major sports which he has 
in mind are deep sea fishing and hunt- 
ing, presumably big game. Such sports, 
he says, can be successfully pursued only 
by the rich, and involve more personal 
danger th#H football. This seems a strange 
avoidance of the question, which concerns 
college sports and not the. amusements 
of the.idie rich. One might as well make 
a cofiparison with the dangers of automo- 
biling or ballooning as with deep sea fish- 
ing. If the statement is taken out of its 
immediate connection and understood, as 
many will understand it, to mean that foot- 
ball is the least dangerous of college sports, 
it can be easily disproved by the report of 
the Harvard surgeons. A specific list of 
injured men cannot be refuted by colorless 
generalities. President Hadley’s statement 
is an unfortunate one, for it is sure to be 
misquoted and the term “ major sports” 
will be believed to have some relation to the 
subject under discussion, though as a mat- 
ter of fact it has not. 

The sneering tone of the Yale president's 
remarks about Harvard’s need of strength 
and virility is to be regretted. Perhaps 
it was caused by the recollection of an arti- 
cle in a Harvard student pubjication in- 
quiring whether success in atMetics had 
been a benefit to Yale. That article was 
an unfortunate one, and its publication after 
Harvard’s defeat an error of taste, but it 
did not call for such retaliatory gibes from 
the president of Yale university. 

It is at least an open question whether 
Yale has not paid too high for pre&ém- 
inence in athletics. There are boys in 
preparatory schools who are allured to a 
university by its athletic victories, but par- 
ents usually consider other things. Students 
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has taken place, it is unpleasant to think | 


growth of late years has been small com- 
pared with that of Harvard. If athletic 
triumphs are responsible for the growth that 


what would happen to Yale if the tide of vic- 
tory should turn. But really Yale is built 
on surer foundations, and football is not 
essential to its prosperity. 


TWO KINDS OF ADVERTISERS. 

Telephone rates in New York City are to 
be lowered soon by the two companies which 
divide the territory. The local pay station 
rates within the boroughs will be 5 cents in- 
stead of 10. The reduction is not enforced, 
but voluntary. It follows on the heels of a 
great reduction in rates in the outlying re- 
gion about New York made last year. 

The Chicago Telephone company has not 
imitated the policy of the New York com- 
panies. Presumably it does not intend to 
do so. Instead of conciliating the public by 
making the reductions which it ought to 
make it is apparently attempting to con- 
ciliate and silence the Chicago newspapers 
by liberal advertising. In the nature of the 
case advertising given for the purpose of 
buying newspaper influence can be of little 
benefit to the telephone company. Probably 
the company will find that it has been mis- 
taken in its apparent belief that it can con- 
trol the press through a policy of systematic, 
copious advertising. To the extent that the 
expenditure fails of its purpose the com- 
pany will be throwing away its money. 

There are advertisers who labor under the 
belief that they can silence newspapers by 
drugging them with advertisements or pun- 
ish them, when outspoken, by withdraw- 
ing what they call their “ patronage.” 
There are some automobile firms which are 
attempting to intimidate newspapers which 
denounce *law breaking automobilism by 
taking away, or threatening to take away, 
advertisements. No newspaper worthy of 
the name will be influenced by advertising 
conferred on it or withheld from it. At- 
tempted terrorism will simply make an in- 
dependent newspaper more determined to: 
pursue a course which it believes to be right. 
In ‘the case of the automobiles, that policy 
is to have the operation of the machines in 
the streets and parks strictly regulated by 
law. That is the policy THe Trisune will 
insist upon if it_shall never print another 
line of automobile advertising from now 
until the crack of doom. 

When Tue TRIBUNE sells space to adver- 
tisers it does not sell its convictions. In- 
telligent business men ought to know that 
a newspaper which can be influenced by 
threats of withdrawal of advertising is 
usually powerless for good\or evil in the 
community, and will have little influence 
either in obtaining or obstructing legislation.

FOOD PRESERVATIVES. 

With an eye to the interests of the salt 
fish industry of Massachusetts, Senator 
Lodge has offered an amendment to the 
Heyburn pure food bill, the adoption of 
which would go far to nullify some of the 
best provisions of that measure. Mr, 
Lodge’s amendment reads as follows: 

That when in the preparation of food products 
for shipment they are preserved by an external 
application applied in such manner that the preserv- 
ative is necessarily removed mechanically or by 
maceration in water or otherwise, the provisions 
of this act shall be construed as applying only when 
said products are ready for consumption. 

The objection to this, as Senator Hey- 
burn said, is that “ it would allow the manu- 
facturer to surround the commodity with 
conditions that would depend as to whether 
they were harmful or injurious or not upon 
the intelligence of the consumer.” Take 
hams, for example. Mr.,Lodge argued it 
would not hurt anything to let hams be 
packed with borax or other deleterious sub- 
stances, because they are always soaked 
before being boiled, and soaking removes 
the deleterious substances from them. But, 
as Senator Heyburn replied, hams are not 
always soaked before they are cooked. In 
many—perhaps most—cases they are cooked 
just as they come from the grocer’s. Con- 
sequently, if it is permitted to pack hams 
with borax, whether they shall or shall not 
injure those who eat them will depend upon 
the method by which they are prepared for 
the table. 

The Lodge amendment would affect other 
foods in the same way. Under it canned 
goods or the salt fish of Massachusetts 
might be safe or unsafe to eat, according 
as they were or were not prepared for the 
table by certain methods. 

This, is not the kind of a law that is 
wanted. What is wanted is a law which 
shall require that foods shall be innoxious 
when they leave the hands of those who 
prepare them for market and which shal] 
severely punish people who put on the mar- 
kets foods that are noxious. It is the 
packer’s duty to put up the hams and the can- 
ner’s duty to put up his peas and tomatoes 
in such a way that they will not hurt any- 
body, no matter how they are cooked: and 
jthe law ought to compel them to perform 
this duty, not furnish them a loophole 
through which to escape its performance. 


NATIONAL CITY TAX DODGER. 

Nearly eight years ago the National City 
bank of New York bought of the govern- 
ment the old custom house building. While 
the new building is being constructed the 
government. occupies the old one and pays 
the bank $130,000 a year rent. Title is still 
ix the govefnment, because $50,000 of the 
$5 265,000 purchase price remains unpaid. 
TLerefore the bank contends that it should 
pa) no local taxes on the building. It was 
to escape taxation that the $50,000 was 
withneld. It will mot be paid until the new 
custom house is finished. 

The city officials contend this year, as 
they have ip previous years, that the bank 
should pay taxes on property it practically 
owns, for it gets rent forit. The action of 
the bank may be legal, but it is clearly im- 
moral. A great bank like the National City 
should set a good example instead of a glar- 
ingly bad one. It should be above playing 
the part of the artful tax dodger. It is not 
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ance of evil, atid it cannot afford to indulge ¢ 
in practices which courts may uphold but | 
no honest man will condone.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY |

NOTHER member of the royal house 
of Bavaria has just been placed un- 
der restraint as insane—namely: 
Duke Siegfried, son of the late Duke 
Maximilian of Bavaria and of the lat- 

ter’s wife, who was a sister of Prince Philip 
of Coburg and,of Prince Ferdinand of Bul- 
garia. Siegfried belongs to the ducal or non- 
reigning brdnch of the ancient dynasty of 
Wittelsbach, and about five years ago, after 
having been one of the most conspicuous fig- 
ures at the court of Munich, in Bavarian so- 
ciety, and on the German turf, was halted 
suddenly irf“hig extravagant career by the old 
prince regent, who insisted upon the disposal 
of his large and costly racing stabin ana 
upon his betaking himself abroad for the 
space of a year, one of the objects of his ab- 
sence from Europe being to break certain 
feminine entanglements which had become 
exceedingly troublesome. 

The duke visited America, proceeded via 
the Pacific to Japan, China, and to India, 
where he shot plenty of big game, and on 
his way home paid a visit to Archduke Fran- 
cis Ferdinand, heir apparent to the Austrian 
throne, at the latter’s country seat in Bo- 
hemia in order to compare sporting notes 
with him, the archduke likewise having 
a considerable time shooting ti- 
gers in India. While staying with Arch- 
duke Francis Ferdinand, Siegfried met his 
host’s unmarried half-sister, Archduchess 
Maria Annunciata, fell in love with her, and 
their engagement in due course was an- 
nounced. They would have made a comely 
couple, for the princess hasinherited much of 
the brilllancy as well as the good looks of 
her mother, the widowed Archduchess Maria 
Therese, while Duke Siegfried is probably the 
best looking prince of his house,’a dashing 
cavalier, and’ one of the few scions of old 
world royalty who have achieved distinction 
as a steeplechase rider. 

Two months later the engagement was bro- 
ken off by the archduchess, owing to her sud- 
den discovery of the stormy antecedents of 
her fiancé, which she had ignored at the time 
when she promised to become his wife. The 
breaking off of the engagement was a mat- 
ter which was arranged between the young 
people themselves, and that they had been 
deeply in love with each other was shown 
by the appeal immediately afterward by the 
archduchess to the emperor for permission 
to enter holy orders and to take the vows 
of a Benedictine nun, while the duke became 
a prey to melancholia, which in course of 
time has developed into insanity, rendering 
his confinement now necessary.

It may be remembered that the origin of 
the insanity of the duke’s cousin, the crazy 
King Otho o. Bavaria, was due to an unfor- 
tunate love affair which he took too deeply 
to heart, and that the first blow to the rea- 
son of the late King Louis was given by the 
court intrigue which brought about the 
breaking off of his engagement to his cousin, 
Duchess Sophia of Bavaria, on the eve 
of the date appointed for the wedding. King 
Louls, after being placed under restraint as 
a lunatic, died a violent death in the waters 
of Lake Starnberg in 1886, while his former 
fiancée, after a far from happy marriage with 
the French Duke d’Alencon, perished in the 
flames of the charity bazaar conflagration at 
Paris some years ago.

Hmperor Francis Joseph declined to allow 
his niece to become a nun, pointing out to her 
that she should be content wita her office of 
abbess of the Order of Noble Ladies of the 
Hdradshin at Prague, which is a sort of semi- 
ecclesiastical dignity invariably held by a 
princess of the imperial house. The lady ab- 
bess of this particular order is the only wom- 
an to whom is accorded the right of fulfill- 
ing certain episcopal functions, it being the 
prerogative of her office to crown the queen 
of Bohemia when the cardinal archbishop of 
Prague crowns the king. Among the insig- 
nia of her rank; are an episcopal miter and 
an episcopal crdézier, and she wears an epis- 
copal ring of office, which the ladies of the 
order are required to kiss. But there are no 
pledges of perpetual celibacy taken in con- 
nection with the order. Its members are at 
liberty to wed at any time they wish, this 
of course entailing their leaving the order, 
which was organized for the purpose of pro- 
viding suitably for the ladies of the nobil- 
ity who had become impoverished through 
no fault of their own. All that is required 
of them is the observance of certain rules, 
the wearing of a particular costume, and the 
performance of certain daily religious duties 
and ceremonies.» Each of the members of the 
order bears the honorary title of * canoness,”’ 
and the queen mother of Spain held the of- 
fice of abbess until her marriage to King Al- 
fonso, drawing a stipend as such of $80,000 
a year. 

But the present lady abbeess, Archduchess 
Maria Annunciata, takes her religious duties 
in connection. with her office moge to heart 
than any of her predecessors, has been ex- 
tremely serious, not to say melancholy, ever 
since she considered it to be incumbent upon 
her to break off her engagement to the prince, 
whom she loved deeply, and now that he has 
become insane and that the responsibility 
for the wreck of his reason is placed at her 
door, she is certain to become more of a prey 
to melancholy even than before. 

J may add that there is only one member 
of any royal family in Europe who !s an in- 
mate of a convent and who has actually taken 
the full vows of a nun—namely: the widow 
of that Dom Miguel of Braganza who ruled 
for several years over Portugal as its king, 
being deposed eventually and driven into ex- 
ile in order to make way for his niece, Queen 
Marie Della Gloria, the grandmother of the 
present king.

BECAUSE MONEY IS SCARCE. 


Finance Committee of Education 
Board Declares It Would Cost 
$30,000 Extra to Have Rooms 
of Buildings Scrubbed Eight 
Times a Year. 


The finance committee of the board of 
education discovered yesterday that there 
will not be enough money in the school cof- 
fers this year to enable the business depart- 
ment to make the schools cleaner and more 
sanitary. The schoolrooms are scrubbed 
only four times a year. 

“They should be scrubbed at least eight 
times a year,’”’ declared Miss Jane Addams. 
‘* The schools in the congested districts can- 
not be kept clean by merely sweeping the 
floors.’’ ! 

‘* How much more would it cost a year to 
scrub the schoolroom floors eight times 
a year?’ Chairman Plamondon asked of 
Business Manager Guilford. © 

‘* About $30,000,” replied Mr. Guilford. 

That put an end to the idea of instituting 
an era of cleanliness in the schools.

Other Funds Are Reduced. 

In addition to this $25,000 was clipped from 
the apportionment made at the last session of 
the committee for general repairs, making 
the total amount set aside to keep the build- 
ings in good repair during the year $275.000. 

‘That is not enough,” declared Architect 
Perkins. ‘' Many repairs will have to be left 
undone—repairs that should be made.”’ 

The fuel appropriation was cut from $275,- 
000 to $250,000,

down,’’ declared Dr. R. A. White. ‘‘ Theele- 
mentary school children will be neglected 
during the next year if some of the appropri- 
ations for the different departments are not 
cut. There are five or six things that should 
be cut out altogether rather than let the ele- 
mentary schools suffer. The good of the 
large army of elementary school children 
should be our chief concern,”’ 

Mrs. Emmons Blaine urged that it would 
be better to try to do less in the schools and 
do well what is done instead of doing a great 
deal but doing nothing well. 

“With the funds we have available,” she 
said, *“‘ it would be better to do less and fur- 
nish Chicagoans with a valuablelesson. We 
would do wei to show them that the schools 
cannot be conducted as they should be with- 
out more money.” 

The shortage in the educational fund isthe 
result of the operation of the Juul law, There 
is plenty of money in the building fund, and 
during the year the board will be in a po- 
sition to build extensively, but it will be em- 
barrassed when it comes to maintaining the 
buildings. .

ENGINEER WHO WAS KILLED 
BLAMED FOR BURST BOILER. 


Chief Inspector Lumpp Exonerates 
Deputies from Negligence in Connec- 
tion with Windermere Explosion. 


Chief Boiler Inspector William Lumpp, 
after investigating the boiler explosion which 
wrecked the Windermere hotel in Hyde Park 
early Sunday morning, declared yesterday 
that it was due to the negligence of John 
Rapproch, the engineer who lost his life while 
on duty in the boiler room at the time of 
the accident. 

In his final report to Mayor Dunne the 
chief inspector exonerated. his deputy in- 
spectors. The report says the boiler was in- 
Spected by Gerald Nolan on Feb. 10, 1905. 
Several repairs were found to be necessary, 
and a notice to that effect was sent to the 


Owners. John Mohr & Sons notified the city | 
boiler inspection department on March 18, 


1905, that the repairs. had been made as or- 


dered. Inspector Nolan examined the boiler . 


again, and a regular certificate of inspection 
was issued to the hotelkeepers on March 
22, 1905. 

“Previous to 1905," the report continues, 
“the boiler was allowed a pressure of 85 
pounds. At the time of the last inspection, 
however, I considered it expedient to reduce 
the pressure to 80 pounds. The pop valve 
was set and sealed at 80 pounds. I made 
& test of this valve this morning, and found 
that the same popped freely between 80 and 
81 pounds pressure. I am of the opinion that 
the engineer in charge of this boiler too sud- 
denly opened the header valve on pipe lead- 
ing to the engine when starting same for the 
day’e business.”’

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NO LOOPHOLE FOR 
ANTI-REFORMERS 


Dean Small Says the Faculties 
Must Accept Football Ree- 
ommendations in Full. 


REJECTION MEANS END. 


Failure to Adopt All Suggestions, 
“Jt Is Declared, Would Mean 
Abolition of Game. 


There is no loophole of escape for the 
football anti-reformists. FE/’very one of the 
recommendations made by the conference 
committee on Saturday must be accepted in 
toto. There cannot be a single rejection. 
Either the game is to be “‘ made over” ac- 
cording to the recommendations or there is 
to be no game at all. 

This is on the authority of Dean Albion Ww. 
Small of the University of Chicago, the rep- 
resentative of the Midway school on the last 
day of the conference meeting, when the 
eonclusions were reached. He believes that 
football will be “ saved "’ to the ccllege world 
of the middle west only by the adoption of 
the entire list of recommendations. 


Sentiment Favored Acceptance. | 


“We made no special direction that any 
one of the recommendations should be ac- 
cepted, but the sentiment was unanimous 
that all or none should be adopted,”’ he de- 
clared lasi night. “‘ The proposals of every 
member of the ‘big nine’ were presented. 
Every one urged what his university deemed 
best. We reached a medium, although we 
came near abolishing the game. Therefore, 
1 believe there can be no breaking of the en- 
tire set of recommendations in any respect. 
All will have to stand as we suggested. 


Rejection Might End Game. 


“Tf any of the universities ask for rejec- 
tions—and I do not beliéve they will—then 
the whole spirit and work of the conference 
will be for nothing. If the universities can- 
not agree unanimously on all the points as 
recommended I know Chicago for one will 
back out and suspend the game. Wisconsin 
may do the same. Whether the other uni- 
versities. will or not, I do not know.” 

Gossip of the changes in conditions from all 
the universities of the ** big nine" yesterday 
brought out the fact that it is the common 
belief many of the recommendations will be 
accepted, but a few rejected. Such a condil- 
tion of affairs is improbable. . 


Star Men Soon May Go. 


It is more than probable that Eckersall, 
Garrells, Parry Baird, Tom Hammond, and 
all other stars of the gridiron, track, and 
diamond who have completed three years of 
their college careers will not be able to 
play their allotted term, according to the 
old ruling. So strong is the sentiment of the 
reformists that action may be taken to debar 
from now on every man who has played his 
three years. 

Dean Small stated last night that the uni- 
versities might be lenient in this reepect, 
although he declared the reform movement 
Was so strong that it might begin at once 
a housecleaning instead of allowing all the 
athletes now on university teams to com- 
piete their four years’ service. 


Michigan Backs Up Fast. 

Ann Arbor, Mich., Jan. 22.—[Special.}-- 
Prof. P. H. Pattengill tonight said Michigan 
id not recommend the discharge of profes- 
sional coaches at the conference, and that 
he did not vote for the méasure because of 
Yost's ability and popuisriiwand fouryeers’ 
contract with the athletic association.

CENTRAL BASKETBALL CHAMPION-

Board of Governors Awards Games to 
the Evanston Y. M. C. A.—-Milwan- 
kee, for the Firat Time, Loses the 
Indoor Track Events, Which Are 
Awarded to Cincinnati—Five Asso-~- 
cilations Apply for the Swimming 
Contestsa—New Members Admitted. 


The board of governors of the Central A. 
A. U., at a meeting held at the Palmer house 
last night, awarded the Central basketball

The indocr track meet, for the first time 
in the history of the organization, was taken- 
away frcm Milwaukee and given to the Cin- 
cinnati Y. M. C. A., and for the firet time 
in its history the meet will be run under 
the charge of a club, instead of in the direct 
charge of the board of governors. The date 
for the meet was not set definitely, but was 
limited to the time between March 3 and 
March 10, and the events will be run off in 
the First Regiment armory, Cincinnati. 

The board did not lose all hold on the meet, 
however, as N. H. Hargrave, ¢x-captain cf 
the Yale track team, now a member of the 
board of governors and of the Cincinnati Y.

The swimming championships were not 
awarded to any club or organization, and the 
dates for the meet were not decided.

QUEER DEAL FOR BENNY YANGER 


Chicago Fighter Is Prevented from 
Winning Decision Over “Kid’’ Good- 
man in Bout at Boston. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 22.—[Special.]—Giving 
an impression in an announcement made 
from the ring that the state police had or- 
dered the bout between ‘“ Kid’’ Goodman 
of this city and Benny Yanger stopped, the 
directors of the Douglas Athletic club of 
Chelsea tonight called a halt in the twelfth 
round. 

When the crowd haddispersed it was 
learned that the police had not interfered, 
but that a club official had stopped tne fight 
in order to avert a decision against Good- 
man, who had received a bad beating.

Goodman was 
“‘allin ” by the middle of the twelfth round, 
and the thirteenth probably would have 
seen his finish. 

Every round was Yanger’s, Goodman's 
skill at covering up and clinching prolong- 
ing a bout that otherwise would have ended 
before the tenth round.

Judges Make Attempt to Establish 
Alibi for Carter, Who Was Ruled 
Off, by Placing Boy Up on H. M. P., 
but He Does Little Better than His 
Predecessor—Eveat, Which Is Far- 
cical, Results in Victory for Oliver 
Mc.—Messengers Go on ‘‘Strike.”’ 


New Orleans, La., Jan: 22.—[Special.]—The 
feature of the racing at City park today 
was the heroic Mtempt of Jockey J. Ford to 
establish an alibi for Jockey J. Carter, re- 
cently ruled off for agpalpable pull on H. M. 
P. The judges descended on ¥. Ford to prove 
the soundness of their judgment when they 
put him up on H. M. P., who was in at 148 
pounds in the cross country event. 

H. P. was made the favorite, which 
was natural after his performance the last 
time out. Ford did not do much better than 
Carter did, but his wcrk was not quite so 
raw. He repeatedly took H. M. P. from one 
side of the course to the other, barely keep- 
ing him within the fags. The horse hada lot 
of speed and fenced well. He was running 
snugly in third position, when Ford fell off 
at the ninth jump. Oliver Mc., who was 
backed quietly, at 10 to 1, won off by himself, 
with Chanlay gecond. The only other one 
to stand up was Long Flo. After the race 
the judges took Ford to task, and his excuse 
was that he had been struck in the eye witlr 
a clod of mud. The race was farcical. 


Messengers on a “Strike.” 

Some trouble was caused when the official 
messengers, aided and abetted by their wom- 
an clients and several bookmakers, went on a 
strike against the system whigh was inaugu- 
rated by BE. M. Baxter and Abe Bloomstein 
of the Canadian circuit. It wasegivén out 
that Baxter had purchased the pool buying 
privileges, and had ordered all messengers 
to carry their commissions to him, to be 
placed in a book he was operating himeelf 
outside the main ring. This arrangement 
would eliminate quite a substantial rakeoff, 
which more than stands off privilege money 
which the uniformed bet carrier has to pay 
in order to do business. A protest by other 
** bookies "’ resulted. Corrigan sustained 
Baxter for the time being, and no messenger 
boys circulated among the throng at the 
new track. 

The card was thinned out by scratching, 
but: the events on the flat were well contested.

ILLINOIS UNIVERSITY PROFESSOR 
FOR MUNICIPAL DAIRY. 


John M. Trueman Tells Producers 
That Better Milk Ceuld Be Sold at 
Lower Price if One Concern Gov- 
erned the Distribution ‘of It-—Says 
Chicago’s Supply Is Poor, Yet It Is 
Far Better than That of Othe 
Large Places. 


Municipal ownership of the milk industry 
in Chicago, as a means of eliminating the 
peddling of “‘ milk that kills,” of reducing the 
price of milk, and uitimately improving the 
general health of the people, was advocated 
by Prof. John M. Trueman, head ef the dairy 
department of the University of Ulinoig, in 


a speech yesterday afterneon before the Milk | 


Producers’ institute, which has opened its 
first annual session in the Y. M. C. A. audi- 
torium, 158 La Salle street. Mr. Trueman 
has devoted the last eight months to a study 
of the Chicage milk problem. 

‘* For the benefit of the people of Chicago," 
he said, ‘I would rather see the milk busi- 
ness in this city than the sireet railway sys- 
tem placed under municipal ownership, 
Think how much cheaper the milk could be 
_ gold, if qne concern governed the distribution 

of it. 


Milk Poor Here; Worse nigh Segui 
a _ ve Chicago has the best milk su 
st death rate of the large « 
oy! ines world, but I do not think one is the 
@onsequence of the other. The better health 
here is the result of pure air and not pure 
milk. The milk is poor in Chicago, and in 
rll large cities it ig abomineble, Many 
wf this city result from the inferior 


ne ‘aon can you account for it,” one of the 
farmers present asked, “ that the milk which 
leaves our farms testing as high as 8.8 per 
cent of butter fat, reaehes the consumer 
barely within the legal limit of 3 per cent?’
